He gathered the fruit of the aycainore 
trrt and ^scarified it with an Iron 
comb just before it was getting ripe, 
as *t us* uoceasary and customary to 
that way to take from it the bitterness. 
He was the son of a poor shepherd, snd 
Stuttered; but before the stammering 
rustic the iMiUlstines. anil .Syrians, and 
Phirnieians, ami Moabites, und Am¬ 
mon ill .. und H lomitcv, and Israelites, 
trembled. 

Mows was a law giver. Daniel was 
a prince, Isaiah, n courier and Duvhl a 
king, but Amos, the author of tuy teat, 
was a peasant, aud, as might be sup¬ 
posed. nearly all Ills parallelisms are 
pastoral, his prophecy full of the odor 
of new-mown hay. and the rattle of 
locusts, aud the rumble of cart* with 
sheaves, aud the roar of wild ‘beast* 
devouring the fiock while the 

theplurd came out in their de¬ 
fense. lie watched the herds by 
dsv. and by night Inhabited a booth 
made of bushes, so that through 
thr*c branches lie could see the stars 
ill n giit long, and was more familiar 
with them than we who huve tight roofs 
u> rtur houses, and hardly ever see the 
vtars except among tho tall brick chim¬ 
neys of the great towns, lint at sea- 
tons of the year when the herds were 
In spe* nl danger he would stay out in 
(hr open Held nil through tho dark- 
test, tils only shelter the enrtnin of 
<he night heaven, with the stellar eio 
hroidiT.cn and silvered tassels of luuar 
light. 

W hnt a lifenf solitude, all alone with 
his hrrdsl IW Amos! And at 1J 
o'clock at night, hark to tho wolfs 
hour), and the lion s roar, nod the 
bear * growl, and the owl's te whit-to- 
who, aud the serpent's hiss, as ho un¬ 
wittingly steps too near while moving 
through the thickets' .So Amos, like 
other herdsmen, got the habit of 
studying the map of the heavens, be¬ 
cause it was so much of tho lima 
spread out before him. lie noticed 
some stars advancing and others re¬ 
eding Ho associated their dawn 
smt sitting with certain seasons 
>f the year. He had a poetic na¬ 
ture and he read night by night, and 
month by month, aud year by year, 
the poem of th* constellations, di- 
divinely rhythmic- Hut two rosettes 
of stars especially attracted his atten¬ 
tion while seated on the ground, or ly¬ 
ing on his hack under th* open scroll 
of the niidulght heavens—the Pleiades, 
nr .“even Mar*, and Orion. The former 
group this rustic prophet associated 
with the spring, as It rims about the 
1st of May. The latter lie asso¬ 
ciated with the winter, as It Cornea 
to the meridian in January. Thu 
Pleiades. or He von Mars, connected 
with all *wo-Incas and joy; Orion, the 
hera'd of the tempest. The an¬ 
cients were the more apt to study the 
physiognomy and juxtaposition of the 
heavenly bodies, because they thought 
their had n special influence upon the 
earth; and perhaps they were right If 
the moon every few hours lifts and lets 
down the tides of the Atlantic ocean, 
aud the electric storms in the sun. by 
all scientific admission, affected the 
earth, wlii uot the stars have propor¬ 
tionate effect? 

And there arc some thing* which 
make me think that it may not have 
been ail superstition which connected 
the movements and appearance of 
th* heaveuly bodies with great moral 
event* on earth. Did not u meteor run 
M evangelistic errand on the first 
Christmas night and ituslgnatc the 
rough cradle of our Lord? Did not the 
stars iu thoir courses fight uguinsl 
Misfira? Was it merely coincidental 
that before the destruction of Jerusa¬ 
lem the moon was hidden for 1J con¬ 
secutive nights'.’ Did it merely happen 
so that a now star appeared ut ruoaUd- 
lallcn inskiopcin. and then disap¬ 
peared just l>cfor* Charles IX. of 
France, who waa responsible 
for M. Itarthiitomew massacre 
‘Ued/ Mas it without significance that 
• n the day* of the Homan Kmpcror 
Justinian war and Laminin* were pre¬ 
ceded by Hi* dimness of the sun. which 
for nearly a year guv* no more light 
than the moon, although tin re were 
no v'ivuds to obscure it? 

Astrology, after all, may have been 
home thing more (liana brilliant healh- 
«niaoi. No wonder that Arnos of the 
text, having heard these two anthems 
of the stars, pul down the stout rough 
staff of the jierdsmfin and took Into 
hi* brown hand and cut and knotted 
fingers the pen of a prophet, and advis¬ 
ed the recreant people of his tiipe Ui 
return to God, saying; “Seek Him 
that maketh the Keren Mara And 
Orion " This command, which Amo* 
gavo TM.yrar* It C.. fc-Jua* as appro 
prialc lor ms ip IMG A. Lk „ 

In the jlrat place. Aigps saw. as we 
must see. that the God who made tho 
I’ic tadcs and Orion must be the God of 
order. It was uot so much a star hero 


each one in Iu own place, a sisterhood 
never clashing and never eon tvsting 
precedence. From the time Hesiod 
called thel’lelades the"*even daughters 
of Atlas" and Virgil wrote in his 
Aencid of "hlormy Orion" until now. 

. they have observed the order estab¬ 
lished for their coming and going; 
order written not in manuscript that 
may lie pigeon-holed, but with the 
hand of the Almighty on the dome of 
1 the sky. so that all nations may read 
It. Order. Persistent order. Sublime 
order. Omnipotent order. 

{ W hat a sedative to you and me. to 
, whom communities and nations some- 
j times seem going rell mell. and the 
world ruled by some fiend at hap¬ 
hazard. and in nil directions mniad- 
iii in isti ut ion! Tho God who keep* 
seven worlds in. right circuit for 0,000 
years can ogrtainly keep all the affairs 
of indlviddsl* and nations and cuo- 
tinenU in adjustment. We had not 
better fret much, for the peasant's 
argument of the teat was right. If 
God can take care of the seven worlds 
of the ITciade* and the four chief 
worlds of Orion, he can probably take 
care of the one world »e inhabit. 

bo 1 feel very much as isy father felt 
one day when we were going to the 
country mill to gel a grist ground, and 
I, u boy of seven years, sat in the back 
part of the wagon, and our yoke of 
oxen rnn away with us. and along a 
labyrinthine road through the woods, 
so that 1 thought every moment wc 
would be dashed to pieces, and 1 made 
a terrible outcry of fright, aud my 
fnthi-r turned to me with a face per¬ 
fectly calm and said: “Do Witt, what 
ure you crying about? 1 guess wc can 
ride as fast as tho oxen can." And. 
my hearers, why should we be affright¬ 
ed nnd lose our equilibrium in the 
swift movement of worldly events, 
especially when we are assured that it 
is not a yoke of unbroken steers that 
arc drawing us on. but that order and 
wise government are in the yoke? 

In your occupation, in your mission, 
your sphere, do the liest you ran. and 
then trust to God; and if thiogs are 
all mixed, and disqiiloling, and your 
brain is hot nnd your heart siek, get 
some one to go out with -yon into the 
starlight and point out to you the 
Pleiades, or. Iit-Uwr than that, get Into 
some observatory, und through the 
teleseo|ie see further than Amos with 
the nuked eye could namely,200 star* 
in the Pleiadrs, and that in what is 
called the sword of Orion there is a 
nebula computed to lie two trillion 
two hundred thousand billions of times 
larger than the sun. Oh, be ut peace 
with the God who made that niul con- 
trolls all that -the wheel of the con¬ 
stellations turning in the wheel of gal¬ 
axies for thousands of years without' 
the breaking of a cog or the slipping 
of a band or the snap of an axle. For 
your placidity nnd comfort through 
the Lord Jesus Christ I charge you. 
“Seek Him that makelli the buvvu 
Stars and Orion.” 

Again. Amos saw. as we must sc*, 
that the God who mad* these groups 
of the test w us the God of light. Amos 
saw that God was not satisfied with 
making one star, or two or (lire* stars, 
but he makes seven, and having fin¬ 
ished that group of w orlds, makes an¬ 
other group group after group. To the 
Pleiades lie adds Orion It *cem» 
that God bke« light so well that he 
keeps making iu Only oue I Icing iu 
the universe knows the statistics of 
solar, lunar, s*ellftr, meteoric crea¬ 
tions. and that is the Creator himself 
And they have all been lovingly Christ¬ 
ened. each oue a outlie as distinct as 
the names of your children, "lie tell- 
eth the number of the stars: he calleth 
them all by their names.'' The seven 
Pleiades had names given to them and 
they arc Alcyone. .Me rope, Lelamo. 
Fleetra bW>rope. Taygrlc und Majo. 

Hut think of the billions ami trillions 
of daughters nf marry light that God 
culls by nainn as they sweep by Him 
with beniping brow and lustrous robe! 
So fond is God of light natural light, 
moral light, spiritual light. Again and 
again hi light harnessed for ay mbotiza- 
liuDvUirhl, th* bright and morning 
■tar. uvuugcliaaliou, the day-break; 
the redemption of nation* Nun of 
Righteousness rising with healing In 
hia wings. Mb, men and women, with 
*o many sorrow’s and sins and perplex¬ 
ities. if you waul light of comfort, 
light of pardon, light of goodness, iu 
earnest prayer through Christ. “Seek 
Him that maketh the seven stars and 
Orion." 

Again, Amoa saw. as wa must see, 
that thu tiod who made these two 
archipelagoes of stars must be au un¬ 
changing tiod. There'j had been no 
change hi the stellar appearance in 
this herdmaa'a lifetime, and Ida father, 
a shepherd, reported to him that there 
had burn no change in his Ufolima.

worlds^ Get ready for than! «§ 
have a nb«a little world here that w« 
stick ttk as though bislfeg that we lost 
all. We arc afraid of fallinff off thiA 

little raft of a world. Wo are afraid 
that some meteorie iconoclast will 

some night smash it. and we want ev¬ 
erything to revolve around it. and are 
disappointed when we find that it re¬ 
volves around the sun instead of the 
sun revolving around It. What a fuss 
wo make nbout this little bitof a world, 
its existence only a short lime bclwe-en 
two spasms, the paroxysms by which 
it was hurled from the chom into or¬ 
der. and the paroxysm of its demoli¬ 
tion. 

And I nm glad that so many testa 
call us to look off to other worlds, 
many of th-<n larger ami grander and 
more resplendent. "Look there." says 
Job, "at Maxarulh and Arcturtisand 
hia sons!" hoik there," say* St. John, 
at the moon under Christ's feet!” 
"Look there." says Joshua, “at the 
sun standing still above Gideon!'' 
“lawk there," says Moses, “at 
the sparkling firmament!" “Look 
there." says Amos, the herdsman, “at 
the seven stars and Orion!” Do not let 
ua lx; so sad about those who shove off 
from this world under Cnrially pil it- 
age. Do not let us be so agitated 
about our own going off this little 
I>arge or sloop or canal boat of a world 
to get on some ' Great Kastera" of tho 
heavens. Do not let us persist in want¬ 
ing to stay in this ham, this shed, tin* 
outhouse of tha* world, when all the 
king's palaces already occupied by 
many of our h*»t frlen Is are swinging 
■wide open their gates to let us in. 

When I read. "In my Father's liousa 
are many mansions." 1 do not know 
but that each world is a room, and ns 
many rooms as there our world*, stellar 
stairs, stellar galleries, stellar hall¬ 
ways. stellar window*, stellar domes. 
How our departed friends must pity us 
shut up in theve cramped apartments, 
tired if we walk r» miles when they, 
dome morning, by one stroke of wing, 
ran make circuit of the whole stellar 
system nnd be back in time for matins!

will be followed by his action in prac¬ 
tically dealing a death blow to interna 
tlonul bimetallism.

) We prefer to give them the ciedit ol 
good intentions, nnd await develop 
Kents, hruring in mind the fset that 
the gold standard hus received a sudden 
ami an unexpected set-back iu Huns in 
The Russian minister of finance, M. 
d" Witte, argued that 'lie interests ol 
Russia would lie best promoted by the 

{ dnption of tlie gold standard. He 
ad his plan mapped out and ready tc 
go into operation. Hut many of the 
Hussion financiers were not blind tc 
the effect tlie gold standard would have 
on the people and the business Interests 
of the country, and they protested. 

The e/nr was induced to consult M 
Meline, the French premier, who is no 
ardent bimetallist, nnd (he result was 
the shelving, temporarily at least, of M 
do Witte's plun for establishing the 
gold stundurd in the east. To this 
fact is due the cessation of thcdeninnd 
for gold in Kus-iu nnd the cessation ol 
gold export* from this country. 

This, therefore, we are disposed tc 
regard ns a temporary victory tor Hi* 
cause of bimetallism, though it may be 
im-ia-ly a shrewd card played by the Eu¬ 
ropean banker* to prevent too grout a 
strain on the United Stales treasury 
Consequently, we refuse to nssist the 
republican organs iu blackening the 
reputation of their own party. Until 
events »how to the contrary «r shnlt 
plefcr to believe that tin* republicans 
meant something when they pledged 
themselves to use their best effort* to 
promote bimetallism. We shall prefei 
; > believe that Mr. McKinley is tiding 
iu good faith when he authorizes Sen 
utor Wolcott to proceed to Europe to 
look over the ground and see what ar¬ 
rangement* can be made for an interna¬ 
tional conference that shall mean some¬ 
thing. W e shall prefer to believe that 
Me. Wolcott himself, in spite of hi* 
tory sfieech, I* aiucert in his desire to 
restore silver to its old place.

Meline, the French prime minister, 
who is a proteetiouist, ha- demonstrat¬ 
ed to his own satisfaction thut a high 
tariff cuts n small figure under i lie gold 
standard; that n customs tariff crime* to 
he effective when the gold standard i* 
constantly beating down price*. 

Tld* being so, it is of immense im¬ 
portance to the republican* to secure. 
International bimetallism. If they 
I should levy high customs dutlea nnd 
T liras should fail to raise prices under 
the gold standard what. then, becomes 
of their theory of protection? Why. 
their party would go i<> piece* like a 
house of cords in a whirlwind. 

A I'nlar standard. 

The nutiousl monetary conference 
at Indiuuupoiis adopted unanimously 
a declaration for the maintenance of 
the gold standard, and the retirement 
of the demand obligation* of the gov- 
i rauient. It also pro|««md to investi¬ 
gate ond report by bill or oiherwtae 
on the evil* of the currency system, and 
the remedies therefor. The mala 
trouble la Ibis very gold standard, which 
create* n nionopoly in mining, and puta 
a premium on un article of value far 
beyond It* deserving*; n false standard, 
in fact.—Philadelphia Item.
